The board of directors of th;- Com­

The Little Falls resolution as it is 
popularly 
known, 
was 
introduced 
and adopted. 
It reads as follows: 
Whereas, It has been brought to 
the notice of the Commercial Club of 
Brainerd that, since the recent loss 
of the electric light plant af 
the 
dam, the Power and Light company 
of Little Falls, has made a proposi­ 
tion to the city council of Brainerd 
to deliver electric current, regardless 
of amount, at the city 
limits 
of 
Brainerd for lighting and power pur­ 
poses at rate of 2 *2 cents per kilo­ 
watt for a term of ten (IO) years, 
and 
Whereas. In order that the City 
of Brainerd may produce its own 
power and light a very large invest­ 
ment in a steam, gas or water power 
plant will be necessary, the costs of 
maintenance, operation, depreciation 
and fixed charges 
on 
which 
will 
amount to a considerable sum per a n ­ 
num, and 
Whereas. There is grave doubt as 
to the ability of the city to produce 
electricity by means of a steam op­ 
erated plant at anywhere 
near 
as 
low a rate as that above named) con­ 
sidering the fluctuations in cost of 
fuel. labort etc., and 
VV hereas, It 
would require any-* 
where from six months to a year to 
investigate the advisability of the 
construction of a municipal plant and 
build the same, during which time 
the consumers will have to pay ail 
increased rate while the city is buy­ 
ing power from the Northern Paci­ 
fic railway Company (with the u n ­ 
certainty of its ability to furnish all 
the current the City may require, to 
say nothing of street lighting, until 
the question is finally disposed of), 
added to which is the further disad­ 
vantage to the City from smoke caus­ 
ed by additional consumption of soft 
coal within its limits. 
Now Therefore. Be it resolved that 
it is the opinion of this club that the 
City Council should seriously consid­ 
er the offer of the Power Company 
of Little Falls and, unless assured be­ 
yond reasonable doubt that the City 
can manufacture electricity by any 
method for less than 2)£c per kilo­

hour, accept said proposition 
without delay, securing^ if posisble, 
an option to renew the contract for 
a further term of ten (IO) years, at 
the same rate, if desired.
